day,

feel and will neyer share very much 
of the prosperity of the country.

The state of Nebraska first inaugurat­ 
ed arbor day in 1872.

People are just beginning to un­ 
derstand the importance of tree culture. 
They have t o o long neglected this im­

ago are simply field* of stumps. 
A statement is made that more than 
fifteen million railway econ ties are used 
annually in the United dtates. Can any­ 
one guess how many acres of wood-land 
it would require to furnish this many 
ties ?

He was not aware that the Cincin­ 
nati Commercial-Gazette reported verbatim 
the speech he made at Cincinnati in which 
he is said to have referred to the severance 
of the last link between Great Britain and 
Ireland, or that its report was like that in 
the Irish World. 
Mr. Parnell admitted that he had not 
found fault with the past action of the In- 
vincibles. 
He quoted from his speeches 
and his manifesto of 1881 denouncing out­ 
rages and unconstitutional action by Irish­ 
men. 
Mr. Parnell said he advocated buy­ 
ing out the landlords in Ireland and making 
the tenants owners of the land. 
The cross-examination of Mr. Parnell 
proceeded through a mass of detail and 
was aimed to connect him with the Fenians 
and also to show that he must have known 
of the plots to commit murder. 
Nothing, 
however was elicited from the witness to 
show th at he was in any way connected 
with the Fenians [or that he had any 
knowledge of murderous conspiracies. 
Pressed by counsel as to whether he had 
ever denounced outrages Mr. Parnell read 
extracts from speeches delivered by him in 
187‘J such as: 
“ Let us remain within the 
law and constitution.” “ I hope the people 
will not he tempted to initiate the violence 
and illegal attitude of the government.” 
“ The league is perfectly peaceable and 
constitutional and there is nothing behind 
It.” 
Mr. Parnell further said that in 1880 he 
denounced tho shooting of agents as un­ 
necessary and prejudicial where there 
was a suitable league organization, but ad­ 
mitted that such denunciation was in- 
sufficieni to stop such outrages.

Timely Rescue of Fox-Squlrrcl 
and a 
Plowm an’s Narrow Escape. 
I, in company with four playmates, 
was hunting young squirrels in the Chari­ 
ton hills, near Queen City, Mo., which 
abounded in such game during the ’50’s, 
says a writer in the St. Louis Republic. 
Our attention was drawn by a rattling in 
the leaves, and to our great surprise, we 
discovered a full grown fox squirrel jump­ 
ing around like it was crazy, aud paying 
no attention to us as we approached.

A Nervy Suicide. 
The suicide mania Is making great rav­ 
ages in the Austrian army. Shortly after 
the death of the crown prince an officer 
of Wales’ Hussars blew his brains out 
On Wednesday tho colonel of the Sixty- 
second Regiment of the lino shot himself 
in Hungary. 
Rut one of the most ex­ 
traordinary cases of suicide on military 
record is now reported from Klauscn- 
burg. Lieutenant Maugesius, one of the 
most popular officers of the garrison, pro­ 
ceeded on Saturday 
to the barracks, 
where his company was quartered, and 
was observed to be absent-minded and 
depressed. 
Ile went into a room where a 
number of the new magazine rifles were 
kept, and loaded one of them with a 
bullet. 
Ile then called in two men ad­ 
dressing one of them, he said: “Take 
this rifle and let us see if you can aim it 
properly. 
Point at my left eye." The 
soldier had no idea the] weapon was 
loaded, and, obeying the words of com­ 
mand. 
‘Make ready,” “Present,” Fire," 
he discharged the rifle at a distance of 
three yards into the officer’s eye. The 
bullet went through his skull, and death 
was of course, instantaneous. He left a 
letter for his captain saying that the sol­ 
dier who shot him was innocent.

The late legislature made some very 
radical changes in the assessment laws ut 
the state, fixing some severe penalties. 
The attention of the asses sore, city and 
township, as well as taxpayers, Is oalled 
to the provisions of Chapter 3G3, laws of 
1889, whioh makes it the duty of the as­ 
sessors 
this 
year 
to assess 
wear­ 
ing 
apparel, 
family 
portraits, 
li­ 
braries, kitchen 
furniture and other 
household furniture, and deduct $203 
from the the total amount as exemption* 
Under the old law kitchen furniture, 
family portraits and libraries were wholly 
exempt. 
Chapter 381, laws of 1889, 
imposes a fine 
of 
$10 
for 
every 
$100 
assessable 
property 
which is 
withheld from the knowledge of the as­ 
sessor by false statements made by tax­ 
payers to the assessors, aud it is made 
the duty of the district attorney of any 
district in whioh personal property has 
been so withheld to investigate the oase 
forthwith and bring an action in the 
name of the state of Wisconsin, on com­ 
plaint made to him by any tax-payer of 
said district. 
All fines so collected 
shall 
be 
paid 
into 
the 
coun­ 
ty treasury. The 
same law 
makes 
it the duty of any assessor to 
ac­ 
cept no statement in regard to the aver­ 
age amount of moneys, notes, bonds, 
mortgages or other evidences of credit, 
for which any person shall be assessed, 
without bringing before bim properly 
sworn to and subscribed by the person 
making the oath. 
And the assessor 
who accepts any other but a sworn state­ 
ment shall be punished by a tine not less 
than $100 nor more than $300.

HOW HANDSOME SHADE TREES MAY BEST 


BE PROCURED. 
Bo soon after arbor day a few sugges­ 
tions on tree planting, taktu from high 
horticultural authoriteis, will Ie timely. 
The trees should not be set in straight 
rows or at equal distances. Even as 
shelter belt on the exposed side of 
hoase they are better arranged in groups 
whioh “break joints.” Near the project­ 
ing poiuts of this irregular hue offfohage 
is a good place for single trees, like 
islands 
near 
a 
cape, 
leaving 
open bays of turf to flow between 
them 
(into 
deeper 
and 
more 
sheltered recesses. Avoid 
formality 
Even in roadside planticg, a row of trees 
will be marred sooner cr later by vacan­ 
cies or unequal growth. 
Finer effects 
arc produced 
by 
planting^ irregular 
mixed groups at salient points. 
Plant 
so as to conceal from the best points cf 
house and grounds unsightly objects 
near or remote. Plant trees or shrub 
groups on tbe concave side of sharp 
turns in walks or drives, and in tbe an­ 
gles where paths or roads diverge. 
Do not select large trees, even at low 
prices. Do cot try too many kinds, nor 
mere than can attain good development 
on your place. It is allowable to plant 
thickly at first for immediate effect, bn1 
if so, anacge for thinning oat at the be­ 
ginning, aud removo remorselesaly be­ 
fore the trees crowd each other. Baled 
trees easily grown aud of suah species as 
have been proved thrifty in the region 
where you live. Do not choose short­ 
lived trees nor trees subject to the borer, 
like tbe mountain asb, nor liable to die 
m the lower limbs. Uke the balsam fir. 
After planting, give the I est of care by 
cultivation, fertilizing and mulching. 
Do not out them into grotesque or formal 
shapes. Look years ahead, and prune 
with reference to the future. Thinning 
had better be done a little each year and 
not a large amouot once in five or ten 
years. Thin before the beauty of your 
trees is lost by crowdiig. 
Remember 
that the lower limbs, especially of ever 
greens, will not start out aright wheD 
once removed.

Ericsson, the designer of the 
Monitor, had of late given his attention to 
inventions of this latter class.

most hopeful outlook at present is toward 
our rivers. 
Tho pow er of Niagara fa far greater than 
that of all the steam engines in the country. 
A plan has been worked out and a company 
has been formed for using a paft of this 
great sourv'e of energy. 
It is proposed to excavate the rock be­ 
hind and beneath the falls and from these 
recesses pipes will be thrust out into tho 
falling stream and through these pipes 
water will flow to turn wheels and drive 
dynamo machines.
